best ke could hope for was ‘“m good 
crop now and again, but notk‘ng sure,” 
Mr. Lawrence writes: 

“Once, Cnly, faave we had gra-n kill- 
ed outright by frost in Juiy, that 
wes in 98, some on lew land, wheat 
and barley, a few acres of wh‘ch 
was cut Yor feed and proved a pay- 
ing crop even for this, as it made 
extra nice feed, being cut soon after 
the frost. Th’s frost was omy iocal 
and oniy on part of the farm. At 
other times we have been visited by 
the same in Sugust, on late sowing, 
making some good pig feed. 

‘Jn ali: these years we have not Jost 
a harvest, nor In‘esed having a crop 
of grain and potatoes, and gpince the 
firat crop after the fiood, plenty, yes, 
abundance; starvation driven out oi 
that psrt entirely, never to return, 
Children do not “call for bread, nor 
pigs squeak in vain for their rations. 
You would ligien a long while on 
Sunday morning before hear’ng the cali 
of hunger from the cow stab-e. 

“And it does seam atrange  afier

Japan anidRussia 


By Henry Clews in Harper's Weekly. 
The Russo-Japanese war has been 
full of surprises and has given rise 
t2 a vast amount of discussion as to 
its influence and. consequences and the 
relations of the rest of the world to 
the two contending nations. It has, 
therefore, been a great international] 
educztor, all the more so because the 
strife has been so swift and deadly. 

It has exposed the astonishing in- 
efficiency and weakness of both the 
army and navy of Russia, that  be- 
fore were feared by other powers, and 
has shown the superior strength, mo- 
bility, and military and naval skill 
and pushing force of Japan. One re- 
sult is that the prestige of Russia, 
both on sea and land, has_ suffered 
very severely, so severely that it will 
probably never be fully regained, 

On the other hand, the prestige 
Which Japan gained in its war with 
China has been immensely increased. 
We sec a reflection of it in the avid- 
ity with which its ten million sterling 


York and London, half being allotted 
to each city. The amount, equival- 
ent to fifty millions of dollars, was 
many times over-subscribed,. 

The great success of this loan was 
a practical pledge of international 
amity between the three countries 
econcerned—Engiand, America and Ja- 
pan—for there is a tie of interest es- 
trblished between a country that sells 
ts bonds, and the countries to which 
it sells them. Therefore, the larger 
our holdings of Japanese bonds _ be- 
come, the more we shall be interested 
in the welfare of Japan, and other 
conditions being equal, the more 
friendly and obligated Japan will feel 
towards us. 

Consequently, our investments in 
her securities will be productive of 
internationui goed feeling. They will 
thus tend to stimulate our trade with 
Japan, as well as to induce Japanese 
investments in this country, for we 
are geographically nearer than Eur- 
ope‘ to her epen decor. 

The fact that our sympathies are 
with Japan in her contest with Rus- 
sia is very largely due to the liberal 
and progressive open door policy . of 
Japan, and the narrow, restricted and 
shut-door policy of Russia, particular- 
ly as shown by her arbitrary, grasp- 
injj ana encroaching course in Man- 


ochuria. 

Her persistence in remaining there 
a’t2r repeated promises to withdraw 
coustituted a breach of faith to- 
wards Japan, and clearly indicated 
her intention to retain it as a pro- 
vinee and stepping stone to further 
territorial acquisitions. Yet her 
claims on Manchuria were merely bas- 
ed on certain rights over the Man- 
churian railway, a very unsubstantial 
foundation and justification for her 
pretensions and occupancy of the 
country. 

It was that unjestifiable occupation 
of Manchuria and practical refusal te 
re‘ease her hold upon it that forced 
Japan to make war upon her as an 
aggressor and practically an invader. 
Japan wanted peace with honor and 
long and patiently conferred and ne- 
gotiated with Russia in the hope of 
averting war, and only resorted to it 
when Russia’s studied procrastination 
and subterfuge became so wearisome 
and exasperating that they exhausted 
natience, and patience ceased to be a 
virtue. 

Ruasia’s objest was to tire out Jap- 
an without forcing her into war. her 
belief being that Japan would never 
dare ts fight so great a power, much 
as she might, by Russian injustice, be

Oldest Town in Canada 


Toronto Globe: . 

The birthday of the oldest settlement 
of White men in Canada, and (the sec- 
end oldest on the continent, was fit- 
tingly telebraied on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday of this week. Three years be- 
fore Quebec had seen its first civilized 
habitants, fnd fifteen years before the 
Pilgrim Fathers landed at Plymouth, 
there were the beginnings of a town 
at the head of Annapolis Basin, a 
land-Iceked fnket Of the Bay of Fun- 
dy. That was two hundred and nine- 
ty-nine years ago, and from thai tims 
till now “here has been a permaneni 
settlement, first known by the sover- 
eign Name of Port Royal, and later 
angicized as Annapolis Royal, the City 
ef Queen Arne. 

A Sear before that, kowever, or an 
even *nree centuries ago, <Annapous 
Basin Saw its first European sail, and 
gave of %ts rirgin charm to cheer ihe 
tearts cf certain sterm-tossed French 
explorers from overseas. The exact 
calendar fete of that first excursion, 
where tourists still go, and are still 
charmed, “s a bit uncertain, but oniy 
to the ¢xtent of a few days. It was 
on 2a fay im the third week of June, 
16C4, and the mcst accurate count-ng 
has agreed upon June 21 23 the ac- 
tual “anniversary 6% that natal vis-t. 
June is the month of pleasant sights 
tn Nova Scoti2, amd it may be that 
the toyagers of three hundred years 
ago found something of the same fresh 
beauty “nen, none the less pleasant 
because At that time wild. 

That ttle French sloop had some 
brave Frenchmen on board. The man 
in charge was Sieur Ve Monts, who 
had ¢ome with the authority of Henry 
of Navarre as King’s Lieutenant in 
Ac2dte No one knew then just what 
Acadie Was. Its “boundaries were no 
more “efinite than Belle Isie on the 
north and Chesapeake Bay on the 
south: but 2t was part of this exped* 
tlou’s business to spy out the country 
‘n the King’s name. With De Mcnts 

tere was Samuel Champlain, then a 
young and unfamed man, but later to 
outdistance tis leader as a founder of 
Canada. These two men had besides 
them 129 soldlers, agriculturists and 
settlers, all French, but some of them 
Catholic and some of them Huguenot. 
From ‘ts earliest beginnings this Can- 
ada of Ours has truly been a land of 
free and mixed religions. 

The entrance to Annapol’s Bazin from 
the Bay of Fundy is through a nar- 
row. break fn tihe saa-walll known as 
Digby Gut. In Chajmp-ain’s journel he 
tells cf their surprise and pleasure on 
entering Uhis passage and finding a 
casin “where two thousand vesse:s 
could be anchored in safety.” But the 
stores, beautiful as they were, failed 
to satisfy the explorers as q fit place 
for settlement. They came, they saw. 
but they Sailed away again. 


provoked to do so. But Russia has 
been undeceived and had her eyes 
opened at great cost. 

Japan has good reason to feel 
proud of her exploits and achieve- 
ments in this great contest. Not alone 
is physical strength necessary to sus- 


cess in war, but science, money, and 
an intelligent application and utiliza- 
tion of resources. Although Japan 
pad a great advantage over Russia, 
is being so much nearer her base of 
supplies, she had still a vers form- 
jdable adversary. 

Yet this purely Oriental nation 
showed, to the wonder of the world, 
its superiority over its powerful foe 
from the beginning of the heroic 
struggle to drive away an intruder 
whose ultimate design was_to accom- 
plish its destruction as an independent 
pation. 

Against this agressor the Japanese 
people are united to a man, with a 
patriotic zeal and devotion that makes 
every one of them not only willing to 
fight and sacrifice his property, for 
his country, but to lay down his life 
for it, deeming death in its defence 
of itself zlorious. Such patriotic 
willingness to sacrifice everything 
for the national cause, makes every 
Japanese soldier and sailor much more 
than the equal in strength and reso- 
lution and fighting force, of each of 
his antagonists. He knows and feels 
that kis family will be well provided 
for in his absence, and that his coun- 
try is in the right, but that, with 
justice on its side, its rights and pos- 
sibly even its existence are still 
gravely menaced. 

So he proves by his prowess that 
“Thrice is he armed who hath his 
quarrel just.” 

Whetber in the army or navy the 
Japanese are active, energetic, fear- 
jess and determined and these quali- 
ties combined with their love of coun- 
try, have done wonders against the 
Rvssians, who are mostiy unwilling 
hirelings without a spark of pai- 
rictism, or men who are in heart hos- 
tile to their own government. The 
snilitary and naval tactics, discipline, 
and equipment of the Japanese are 
aiso superior to those of Russia, and 
their movements far quicker and dis- 
tinguished by greater dash and spirit. 

Their officers, too, are well train- 
ed. Most of then have been educa- 
ted in the bes: colleges and raval and 
military acadeimies in this country and 
Europe. Inceed, the almost univer- 
gal spread of education among the 
Japanese has been very remarkable. 
Their desire has been to learn-all that 
the rest of the world knows, and so 
piace themselves in a position to utii- 
ize their knowledze, besides gretifying 
mn laudable curiosity. European and 
American colleges are, and have been 
for many years, thickly sprinkled 
with Japanese students and Admiral

In nowa2y 
fs lt noticeably different from hundreds 
of other country towns, an@ the v.s- 
itor hearing of it as the oldest town 
in Canada sometimes wonders ai its 
commonplace up-to-dateness. Yet ‘ts 
chief Interest is undoubtedly historic. 
and it proves its title good by produc- 
ing 2 number of indisputable iand- 
gmarks and relics. 

Ciose beside the main street and bor- 
dering the river is ¢ larga commons 
of thirty acres, the garrison grounds 
of days gone Sy. There are earth- 
works and moats, an old well, a pow- 
der magazine, sallyport and barracks 
there, enough to prove to any the his- 
toricity of the piace. These fortifica- 
tions are still in excellent repair and 
seem fo have been admirabiy built. 
The fort was built on th’s ste in 1643, 
the first ‘French fortifications having 
been several miles down the river. The 
stone of which the magazine was mate 
was drought from France and has 
withstood the wear of centuries. Lo- 
cal kradition has it that the Mrench 
used An underground passage fromitiis 
Magazine to the river front. The 
barrack, still used as a keerer's resi- 
dence, was built by the Britieh euth- 
orities, #vho"lor many years efter Nich- 
cison’s capture mniniained a full mili- 
tary estabUshment at the Annapolis 
garr:sonr. 

To the man of a military turn, the 
fortifications at Annaroiis are of very 
great interest as revealing the thor- 
oughness and solidity of the old-time 
soidiers’ Methods. Unfortunately scme 
of the buildings that sto= up to a 
generation kgo were so injured by re- 
uc-hunting Vandalism tha! it was nec- 
essary to tear them down, and for th's 
reason the oid blockhouse, a second
